THE ANNUAL FAIR. 


THE FOURTEENTH ANNUAL 
EXHIBITION 


Of the Moose Jaw Agricultural 
Society Took Place on Wed- 
nesday, Despite theUnfavor- 
able Weather and Other 
Disadvantages. 


The fourteenth annual exhibition of the 
Moose Jaw Agricultural Society, which 
was held on Wednesday .of this week, 
could hardly be called 4 grand success, 
especially when the capabilities of the 
district in the different branches of agri- 
culture are considered. In the first place 
the date chosen was not the best upon 
which to hold an agricultural fair in this 
western country. At this time of the 
year every farmer is generally “up to the 
neck” in work, and what with haying, 
ploughing, building and. preparing for 

arvest, he has very little time to give to 
other matters of general interest. Then 
again, August 9th rarely sees the pro- 
ducts ofthe farm matured. No grain of 
the present year’s growth could be shown, 
except in the sheaf ; and a much better 
display of vegetables could be procured a 
month or six weeks later, But in ad- 
dition to this the “weather man” seemed 
to be presi opposed to the holding 
of the fair, and during the previous night 
sent such a downpour of rain the like of 
which the district as a whoJe has not 
experienced this year. , Nearly every 
farmer who came to the show had receiv- 
ed his share. This put the roads in very 
bad condition, and farmers were loath to 
travel over them atall. So seriously did 
the rain effect the prospects for a success- 
ful show that et one time it was deemed 
advisable to cancel it altogether ; but a 
considerable number of farmers arriving 
in town with exhibits, it was decided to 
go on with it. 

The grain, roots, vegetables, dairy pro- 
ducts, manufactures, and ladies’ work 
were displayed in the town hall, one 
worthy of special mention being the 
exhibit of E. aiapaok & Co., which occu- 
pied one corner of the room, and was 
awarded first and second prizes for build- 
ing fixtures of home manufacture. 

The exhibit of live stock took place on 
the vacant lots opposite the Presbyterian 
church. The cattle were very good, and 
it was remarked by one of the judges 
that the entries in this class were away 
ahead in point of excellence to those of 
the Regina exhibition, where larger prizes 
were offered. 

In the sheep, swine and poultry classes 
the number of entries was shamefully 
small, and the same can be said in 
to manufactures and some of the other 
classes. ’

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SERIOUS ACCIDENTS, 


AN ELECTRIC CAR DROPS FROM 
A HIGH TRESTLE. 


A Ferryboat Gangplank Gives Way, 
Precipitating Hundreds of Ex- 
cursionists Into the Water. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Aug. 7. — The 
most frightful catastrophe recorded in 
Connecticut for nearly half a century 
occurred before four o’clock Saturday 
afternoon on the Strattord extension of 
the Shelton Street Railway company 
when a loaded car went off the trestle 
over Pecks Mill pond, at Oronoque, 
six miles north of Bridgeport, 
the flats forty feet below. 
Thus far thirty-six people are known 
and several more injured: 
Only two persons are known to have 
It is believed that 

there were forty-three passengers on 
the car but, the indicator was removed 
by a conductor of another car and 
spirited away so that at present it is 
impossible to state accurately the num- 
ber aboard. 

The scene of the accident is midway 

between Shelton and Birdgeport. The 
car was north bound running towards 
SheJton. Lt was in charge of Conduc- 
tor John Carroll, of Bridgeport. (who 
was among the killed) and Motorman 
Hamilton, of Bridgeport, who escaped 
by jumping. The trestle is 440 feet 
long, made of iron, with stone fuunda- 
tions and was not protected by any 
guard rails. South of the trestle is 
quite an incline 9n which the car ran 
down at a very fast rate of speed. Af- 
ter 1t ran on to the trestle for about ten 
feet, the trucks left the rails and then 
the car continued on the ties about 150 
fect when it went off the trestle and 
dropped into the pond below overturn- 
ing completely and up-ending. When 
the car struck, the motor, which 
weighed four tons, and the heavy 
trucks crushed into it, instantly killing 
many of the passengers. Doctors J. O. 
Lynch, R. W. Ivors and J.M. Johrson, 
of Bridgeport, who were passengers on 
aucar a short distance behind, were 
auickly on the scene and rendered all 
pos-ible assistance to the — injured. 
Word was quickly sent to Bridgeport 
and three jzmbulances and a police 
wagon were hurried to the scene and 
the injured were taken to the Bridge- 
port General hospital. A namber of 
other conveyances were also pressed in- 
to service to convey persons to the hos- 
pital. Medical Examiner Coggesswill, 
of Stratford, improvised a morgue in 
the main room of the town hall at 
Stratford, and in a very short time 
twenty-three bodies were laid out, 
Waiting identification. The accident 
was Witnessed by Miss Francis Pack, 
who resides about 400 feet from the 
bridge. She was upstairs at her home 
as the car was passing and claims that 
it was running at an unusually high 
rate of speed. Frank Cramer, who was 
bathing near the bridge, stated that the 
passengers were all singing and in the 
most joyful mood as they passed the 
vicinity. The road, whicn is_ practi- 
cally controlled by the Bridgeport 
Traction company, was opened for 
traffic last Thursday. President An- 
drew Radel] was in Derby when he 
heara news of the catastrophe and im- 
mediately drove to the scene. He was 
completely prostrated when he saw the 
extent of the disaster. 

Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 7.—With the 
lightest of hearts, amid laughter and 
exchange of trerry comment, near a 
score of excursionists ran to their death 
at Mount Desert Ferry today. The 
catastropbe was frightful in the ex- 
treme, for it came while scores of per- 
sons, young and old, were penned into 
trap to escape from which they forght 
with desperation against great odds. It 
was the worst accident remembered in 
the history of the state and especially 
in the career of the Maine Centra) rail- 
road.

WALTER TARRY SUICIDES. 


Bought Strychnine to Kill Wolves and 
Took the Poison Himeelf. 
Winnipeg, Aug. 6.—Another suicide 
was added to the season’s gruesome 
list this afternoon, the victim being a 
young man named Walter Tarry. 
About half-past one o’clock a fisher- 
man named Pennick found the body 
lying at the foot of Lombard street on 
the bank of the Red river. He report- 
ed the matter and the corpse was re- 
moved to Undertaker Thomson’s, and 
the coroner. notified. An empty toma- 
to can lined with white crystals was 
found beside the body and a phial of 
strychnine, from which about two- 
| thirds had been emptied, was found in 
a pocket. These were taken to the 
police station by a constable. It was 
evident that the deceased had filled the 
can with Red river water and adding 
the deadly poison had made a concoc- 
tion which ensared a swift and sure 
death. The strychnine was purchased 
at the Central drug hall this morning 
by the suicide, who explained he was 
going into the country to poison wolves; 
for tne bounty. He was a short young 
man, of about 25, with long curly red 
hair and about a week's growth of 
light hair on his face. He was shab- 
bily dressed and had been in the city 
for some time, although the name 
given does not appear in the directory. 
An inquest may be held.

ALBEPT BROWN SHOT. 


G. V. Jenkins, His Employer, Drew a Re- 
volver aud Shot Him in the Head. 
Union Point, Man., Aug. 6.—G V. 
Jenkins. shot and probably fataily 
wounded his hired man, Albert Brown, 
this afterioon. Lrown had been work- 
ing for Jenkins a couple of days, and 
his employer, not being satisfied with 
Brown’s work, told him to quit. Ac- 
cording to the story told by Brown, 
the wounded man, when they were set- 
tling up the:e was a dispate over sev- 
enty five cents. Jenkins then went 
out to the barn, and coming back with 
a revolver, pointed it at Brown, order- 
ing him to leave the place.

Jenkins then hit him twice 
with the butt of the revolver. Brown 
managed to get out and ran over toa 
neighboring farmhouse, where his 
wound was dressed. Chief Elliott, of 
Winnipeg, was wired for, and with 
Constable Lowe’s help took tne prison- 
er and the wounded man to Winnipeg. 
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Confidence Kestored. 


Montreal, Aug. 5.—There was con- 
siderable excitement at Bonaventure 
station yesterday when it became

It is altogether likely that the Jac- 
ques Cartier bank will resume business 
next week.

London, Aug. 6.—Mr. J. W. Dry- 
brough, one of the best polo players in 
England, died this morning as the re- 
sult of an accident sustained yesterday 
afternoon during a polo tournament at 
Rugby.

SOUND Ur inunNochn 


Distance at Which It Mav Be Heard 
Rarely Exceeds Ten Miles«, 


In connection with the proposal to 
establish a nuomber of Goternment 
stations for reporting the phenomena of 
thunderstorms it is stated that while 
lightning may be seen and its illumina- 
tion of clonds and mist may be recogniz- 
ed when it is even 200 miles distant, 
thunder i# rarely nudible ten miles. The 
thunider from very distant storms, there- 
tore, seldom reaches the ear. Hence, if 
every thunderstorm | as to be recorded a 
large number of stutions will be needed; 
probably one for ever 25 square miles 
would not be too many. <A _ few staticns 
would suffice, at least for the nisht time, 
for the reporting of the direction and 
morement of évery case of distant lightn- 
ing. 

The reason of the great uncertainty 
in the audibility of thunder is not bard 
to understand. It dependa not merely on 
the initial intensity of the crash, but 
quite as much on the suronndings of the 
observer, even as in the quiet country 
one will observe ere sounds thas 
escape the ear in a noisWcity. Perhaps 
the most curious and important condi- 
tions of andibility is that the thunder 
weve of sound shall not be refracted or 
reflected by the layers of warm or cold 
nir between the observer and the lightn- 
ing or iv the layers of wind, swift above 
and slow below, so as to entirely pass 
over or sround the observer. 

Sound in ita wavelike progress obliqne- 
ly through lavers of air of different 
densities {a subject to refraction, and 
this refraction may occur at any time 
and place. ‘Thus ob-ervers at the topmast 
of a ship frequently hear fog whistles 
that are inandible at sea level; those on 
hilltops hear thunder that enannot he 
heard in the valley; those in front of an 
obstacle hear sounds inaudible to those 
behind it. 

The roiling of thunder, like that of a 
distant cannonade, may be largely dne 
to special reflections and refractions of 
sound. Again, the grenter velocity of the 
air at considerable altitudes above the 
ground distorte the sound wave aud 
limit of andibility to the 
leeward while increasing 1t to the wind- 
ward — Pittsburg Dispatch.

launching of the new steamer Minto, be- 
ing built in that city for the Canadian 
Government. The vessel was christened 
by Mrs. Robertson, wife of Prof. J. W. 
Robertson, Agricultural and Dairy Com- 
missioner, Ottawa, who with the latter 
was on a visit to that city. Prof. Robert- 
son, in an address delivered on the oc- 
casion of the launching, spoke very hope- 
fully of the outlook for Canadian agricul- 
ture and the prosperity of Canadian 
farmers, as the following, taken from the 
Courier, will show : 

“The shipments of butter from the 
port of Montreal alone to the Ist of July 
last year were $180,000, while up to the 
lst July this year these had been 8345,- 
000, and he expected this rate of increase 
to go on for many yearstocome. Canada 
at the present time was certainly the 
most prosperous country in the world. 
They were on the inflowing tide in every 
respect. Agriculture was prospering, 
while every other nation was lamenting 
the decay of its farming, and as a proof 
of this, Prof: Robertson mentioned that 
in country districts the deposits in the 
Savings Banks were a third more than a 
few years ago. After supplying her own 
people, Canada in 1896 exported over 
$51,250,000 worth of farm produce, and 
in 1898 the exports had risen to $78,750,- 
000, and there was every indication that 
they would keep on at that rate of in- 
crease for some years to come. Indeed, 
ten more ships would be required every 
year to carry theincreased exports. This 
meant extra shipbuilding, extra carrying 
and more exchange, and in this way both 
countries would prosper. If Great Bri- 
tain gave them a good market for their 
produce they would give in return a 
good market for British manufactured 
goods,”

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Can It be Made a Success ?--Mr. 
Holt’s Experience at 
Moose Jaw. 


. 


While on a reportorial round last Sat- 
urday, THE Times reporter wandered 
from his usual route and paid a visit to 
the extensive hog raising establishment 
of Mr. R. H. W. Holt, which is beauti- 
fully situated in the valley of the Moose 
Jaw about half a mile south of town. We 
found Mr. Holt busily engaged, but he 
invited us into his comfortable and taste- 
fully furnished cottage, where we ex- 
plained our mission and learned that Mr. 
and Mrs. Holt came to this district from 
Manchester, England, tn 1890, and wert 
farming ten miles south of town. He 
afterwards purchased the Ottawa, and 
having had twenty years experience in 
the hotel business he found himself quite 
at home in the old harness. In 1895, 
while still conducting the Ottawa, he 
purchased the quarter section of land on 
which he now resides and started a hog 
ranche. For two years he trusted to 
hired help to make it pay, but found that 
instead of making he was losing about 
25 per cent. on the money invested. In 
spite of this experience and repeated fail- 
ures elsewhere, he still believed that it 
could be made a profitable business if 
given a fair trial. Consequently in the 
fall of 1897 he rented the hotel and mov- 
ed on to the ranche and has devoted his 
entire attention to the industry, with the 
result that the first year he made ends 
meet, and the prospects for the future 
are promising. These results are only 
obtainable by stricteconomy in feeding 
and thorough knowledge of the markets. 
The feeding is one of the principal items 
of expense and largely governs the 
amount of profit or loss. Mr. Holt 
usually purchases frosted wheat, which 
he mixes with oats and barley and crush- 
es. After soaking for forty-eight hours 
this makes an excellent fattening food. 
But just now he is compelled to feed No. 
1 Hard, as there is very little inferior 
wheat in the district and it would cost 
too much to ship it in. He also purchases 
all the buttermilk from the Moose Jaw 
creamery, ard in addition to his yards he 
has ten acres for the brood sows and 
thirty acres for the growing pigs, fenced 
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ninety per cent. of his pork west of Moose 
Jaw. By catering to the trade he is 
creating a demand for his product and 
obtains a somewhat higher price for his 
prime pork than the average. He does 
not aim at quantity, but quality. He 
therefore kills his pigs when they will 
dress from 100 to 120 Ibs, and supplies a 
nice choice pork, not too fat and well set. 
Last year he killed 700 hogs at an aver- 
age weight of 140 tbs each, and up to the 
present this year he has killed at an 
average weight of 125 Ibs each, and all 
under 7 months old. Most of this has 
been shipped west and sold at an average 
net price of 7c. 

As hog raising is Mr. Holt’s specialty 
he has given it a special study and his 
experience with the different breeds may 
perhaps be of interest to some of our 
farmer readers. He finds that the Berk- 
shire is hardy, matures earlier than any 
other breed, and is the easiest to fatten. 
He is therefore a good all round 
hog, the only drawback being his 
“complexion,” as it is almost im- 
possible to make a black pig look 
white when dressed. In Mr. Holt’s 
opinion the Chester White is not adapted 
to this country as it is not hardy enough. 
The Tanwasahe take too long to matuae, 
and while a large pig when matured,they 
do not pay for the extra expense of 
feeding. The Tamworths may be the 
most profitable for the pork packers but 
they are not for the breeder. Mr. Holt’s 
favorite is a cross between a Yorkshire 
boar and a Berkshire sow. In this hog 

you get the length of the former, the 

readth and depth of the latter. They 
are hardy, fatten easily, and as a rule 
are the color of the Yorkshire. At present 
Mr. Holt has fifty brood sows and about 
300 young porkers. The greater number 
are improved Yorkshire, but there is a 
strong sprinkling of Berkshire in his 
herd. We were also shown the “ Ear) of 
Treesbank,” Mr. Holt’s imported York- 
shire boar, and also a Durco-Jersey, im- 
forted from Ontario two months ago. 

A visit to the hog pens and yards re- 
vealed that hog raising, when properly 
conducted, is not such a disagreeable job 
as most people imagine. The pens are 
all under roof with plank floors, are kept 
neat and tidy, and contain many useful 
and original labor saving contrivances. 
The main building is 60x40 feet, and the

Some distance 
to the east of the stables is the slaughter 
house, which is fitted up with modern 
conveniences, and Mr. Holt, with «he as- 
sistance of a boy, can kiil- and dress 
about thirty hogsaday. =” 

In connection with the hog ranch Mr. 
Holt has also a market garden and hen- 
nery. He has just made a good start 
with the garden and has siracres cleared 
of all weeds and shrubbery. This year 
he has some fine patches of vegetables, 
and being just outside the town limits, 
he sends in an assorted lot’every morning 
to his agent, Mr. B. L. Moorhouse. “Next 
year he will launch out more extensively 
and this fall he intends putting in a 
forcing plant and hennery combined. 
He will then be in a position to place 
home grown vegetables on the market 
as soon as they can be imported from the 
south. The soil of the garden is a rich 
loam, and is well sheltered from north- 
west winds by the high banks and trees. 
There is also a windmill in the garden. 
The water is pumped first into an ele- 
vated tank from which it can. be con- 
veyed to any part of the garden by means 
of hose. When he ome the forcing 
plant and hennery, it is his intention to 
increase the number of his hens to about 
500, and he expects to be able to supply 
fresh eggs all winter when they will bring 
a good price. Mr. Holt finds it a great 
advantage to conduct a garden in con- 
nection with his ranch, as ali the refuse 
of the garden is fed to the hogs, and all 
the manure is utilized on the garden. 

In addition to his hog ranch Mr. Holt 
has another 160 acres of land five miles 
east of Moose Jaw, sixty-five acres of 
which he has under crop. - 

Mr. Holt is deserving of a good deal of 
credit for having taken hold of this 
branch of ce haie: and by combining 
with other things demonstrated the pos- 
sibility of making it a profitable business.

A TOTAL OF $6,540,000 TO AID 
RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION. 


The Amount Granted Only a 
Fraction of What was Asked 
for—The New Railway Policy 
—Politics at Ottawa, Toron- 
to and Winnipeg. 


Ortawa, August 5, 1899.—The sub- 
mission to the House of Commons of the 
railway subsidies resolutions has been 
the chief item of political interest this 
week. The total asked for—86,540,000— 
is undoubtedly a large amount, but the 
results expected to develop from its ex- 
penditure are fully proportionate. The 
principle of granting state aid in this 
way has become pretty thoroughly es- 
tablished in Canada, and while there is 
so much territory to be opened up, 
settled and developed, the necessity for 
such a policy continues to be accepted on 
all hands. The duty of the Government 
is to see that the expenditure is kept 
within the closest possible limits and 
that the country receives the fullest ob- 
teinable value in return. It may be 
fairly claimed that this has been done in 
the present case to a greater extent than 
ever before. The amount granted is 
only a fraction of what was asked, and if 
all demands had been met the total 
would have been nearer $20,000,000 or 
$25,000,000, and to the grants that have 
been made conditions are attached which 
guarantee the greatest possible benefit 
to the country at large. 


THE NEW RAILWAY POLICY. 


No more monopolies ar e being created 
for every line accepting the subsidy con- 
cedes the right to the Governor-in-Coun- 
cil to grant running powers to any com- 
petitor under reasonable conditions. 
Moreover control is retained by the Gov- 
ernment of the regulation of freight rates, 
and no amalgamation with any . other 
line is permitted without the consent of 
the Governor and the advice of the Min- 
ister of Railways. This is an extension 
of the policy which was inaugurated by 
the present Government and first put 
into effect in connection wifh the con- 
struction of the Crow's Nest Railway, 
and it is in striking and very satisfactory 
contrast to the old policy of making 
grants unconditionally, which has re- 
sulted in creating the transportation 
monopoly that has been such a fatal 
drag hitherto upon the development of 
the west. A further concession secu 
under the new arrangement is that which 
returus to the Government, from pay- 
ments made for tke transportation of 
mails, and military supplies, a sum equal 
to three per cent of the total of the sub- 
sidy granted, which is tantamount to 
making the grant a loan bearing three

WHITE PASS BAILWAY BUILDINGS 
ALSO BURNED.

Vancoaver, Aug. 3. — Dyea, the 
Klondike outport, which was almost 
ruined by its rival Skagway, was in 
danger of being burned out. Jast Friday 
night when the steamer Or:zaba left. 
R. P. McLenuav, who came in yester- 
day by steamer, says that when he left 
there was almost a continuous circle of 
fire along the water frout of Dyea. The 
United States barracks. where the col- 
ored trcops were stationed, a8 well as

was in danger of going =p in smoke.

ACCIDENT AT BRANDON. 


While Attempting to Board a Train Earl

Foye was about tocatch the iron rod on 
the side of the car when the brakeman 
on the train yelled at him. Witnesses 
say Foye looked up, 2nd missing his 
hold on the rod fell beneath the wheels. 
The cries of the injured man were 
something fearful, aud he begged those 
who ran to his assistance to kill him or 
give him the means of killing himself, 
the pain was so intense. Relief was 
quickly secured and the wounded limb 
bound up until Dr. Matheson, who had 
been summoned, arrived. The injured 
man was takep to the hospital. Foye 
is a very respectable looking young fel- 
low and hails from Chathbars, Ont. He 
has been living lately at Moosomin and 
started yesterday for Winnipeg with a 
companion. The train was stopped as 
soon as possible and during the interval 
half a dozen other tramps boarded it 
for a free ride.

VANCOUVER COLLIERIES. 


In Seven Months They Ship 436,000 Tons 
of Coal to United States Cities. 

Vancouver, B.. C, Aug. 3.—During 
the several months just ended the Van- 
couver Island collieries shipped 436,- 
000 tons of coal to San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, Alaska, Paget Sound joints 
and toChina. During July 58,000 
toms were exportea.

Sach evidence 
will cost but $1, and will prevent any 
delay whatever in shipment or removal 
of goods. 

The Northern Pacific liner Victoria 
reached here yesterday. Just before 
she left Kobe atypboun was raging 
which tnreatened serious damage to 
shipping. ‘The City of Pekin and the 
Doric were both held over for a day 
and the North German Lloyd steamer 
Hohenzollern was obliged to run back 
to Kobe becanse of the storm. The ty- 
phoon was severely felt at Kobe. 

. The damage done by the big bhurri- 
cane which raged along the Japanese 
coast, ane of which news was brought 
by the Kimshiu Maru, was even more 
serious than it was then thought. Be- 
tween 300 and 400 pecple were report- 
ed to have lost their lives. The little 
bamboo-built town of Oita seems to 
have suffered most. According to an 
investigation by the Japanese authori- 
ties, 400 houses were swept into the 
river by the fu:l of the embankment, 
3,000 ken in the aggregate length, and 
some 120 men, women and children 
went down to death in the falling de- 
bris. In Ashijimamura seventy houses 
were washed away and fifty people 
were killed and thirty more are miss- 
ing. A train on the Yanagi and Sanyo 
railway was swept from the track and 
ten people killed. 


Killed by Lightning. 

New York, Aug. 3.—Wind, rain and 
lightnixg damaged considerable pro- 
perty at points in eastern New York 
and New Jersey today and several per- 
sons were struck by lightning. At 
Rondonut, N.Y., lightning strack the 
ship yards of Chiltebrand, killing 
Henry Matthias and injuring twelve 
other men. The residence of Lawyer 
Van Etten, at McCuliom, was struck 
by lightning and burned to the ground. 
At Schenectady lightning struck several 
buildings, and ‘w 2 persons were 
stunned. At Elizabethport, N.J.. a tor- 
nado caused great damage to buildings 
and property, but no one was killed or 
seriously injured. 


TORONTO BOY DROWNED. 

Toronto, Aug. 3.—Tommy Todd, 
aged 12, while bathing at the island 
sandbar this morning dived into fou. 
feet of water and returned to the sur- 
face with a gash in the forehead. He 
gave acry and sank. The other boys 
tried to help but in vain and the lad 
was drowned. 3 


London Aug. 3.—According to the 
Rome correspondent of the Standard, 
the pope is about to send a letter to the 
bishops of Belgiom and the Nether- 
lands, protesting against the exclusion 
of the vatican from the Hague confer- 
ence and the refasal of permission to 
the pope to give adhesion to the protec- 
tors of the conference.

ARUSH FOR THE BANKS 


DEPOSITORS IN MONTREAL BAy 
RAPiDLY WITHDRAWING. 


President of Jacques Cartier Bank 
Says That Within 39 Bays It 
Will Meet All Obligations. 


Montreal. Aug. 2.—Tbe suspension 
of the Banque Ville Marie has had 
most unfortunate effects in this city 
and district. Small depositors in all 
the French banks have become fright- 
ened, and are withdrawing deposits as 
rapidly as they can. As a consequence 
of this needless alarm, the Banque 
Jacques Cartier suffered such a run 
upon its branches the directors decided 
to suspend for thirty days. There does 
not seem to have been any just reason 
for this ran, and everybody expects the 
Jacques Cartier will pay dollar for dol- 
lar. Its president, Hon. Alphonse Des- 
jardins, said this morning there was no 
need of alarm by either. depositors or 
shareholders. The directors were not 
receiving reports from all branches, 
and he had every hope that long before 
thirty days to resume business on a 
favorable basis. 

But this suspension of the Banque 
Jacques Cartier is not the only result 
of the defalcation of Teller Herbert, of 
the Ville Marie. The average small 
depositor has got a bad scare and the 
consequences is that all banks are ex- 
periencing the effect of a run more 
than the ordinay. All of, the monetary 
institutions today received unusual re- 
quests for withdrawals. One of the 
largest crowds besieged the premises of 
the Banque Hochelaga, but there the 
directors were prepared for the deposi- 
tors. They had provided themselves 
witb two and a half millionsin gold 
and D-minion notes,and met all claims 
upon them. Whether they can with- 
stand the ron for any length of time is 
a question which only the future can 
solve. This bank’s capital is $1,250,- 
000, and its last statement shows lia- 
bilities of $8,041,000. It has branches 
at Joliette, Louiseville, Quebec, Sorel, 
Sherbrooke, Three Rivers, Valleyfield 
and Valkleek Hill. The local branch 
of La Banque Nationale was also 
besieged with pecple, but as this is the 
only branch, there is no fearof any 
serious trouble unless the panic extends 
to Quebec, where anvthing may hap- 


n. 

This will long be remémbered 283 
black Tuesday by the bankers of Mon- 
treal. Archbishop Brachesi has just 
issued the following circular letter: 
‘‘At the end of an interview with sev- 
eral important business men cf Mon 
tceal, and at their request, I believe 1t 
my duty to appeal toall those who 
have savings in our bauks and pray 
them not to be alarmed at the financial 
disaster of the last few days. I speak 
now in the interests of ail people. <A 
ron on our banks at th ; resent time 
could have no other thau the mos: ue- 
plorable results, for these institutions 
themselves as well as for aepositors 
and for the whole country; I therefore 
beseech the public to keepcalm The 
archbishcp’s pslace sets them the ex- 
ample. The panic will soon pass and 
the banks will, without the least denubt, 
be able to honor all their obligations. ’’ 

There was a flurry on the stock ex- 
change owing to bank troubles and sev- 
eral scocks sold down from six to nine 
points. Brokers do not, however, at- 
tach apy importance to this, believing 
they will be back tomorrow. 

F. W. Taylor, assistant inspector of 
the Bank of Montreal, and W. H. Pow- 
er, inspector of the Merchants’ Bank of 
Canada, have been named to investi- 
gate the bank note cirenJation account 
of the Vilie Marie bank. These have 
been appointed at the suggestiun of the 
president of the Canadian Bankers’ as- 
sociation. 

So far there is no trace of Herbert, 
the missing Banque Ville Marie teller. 

The Hochelaga bank has a reserve 
fund of over $2,000,000-and is meeting 
all demands being made upon it. The 
Bank Nationale is a bruncn, the head 
office being in Qrebec.. There are no 
fears for the safety of the Hochelaga 
bank. . 3

BOUNDARY QUESTION. 


The London Times Agrees With 
Canadian Contention, 

Toronto, Aug. 2.—A special cable 
says: ‘‘The Times published today a 
very fair exposition of tne Canadian 
case in the Alaskan boundary dispute, 
taking strovg ground as to the i .mi- 
nent advisability of compromise by a 
division of the Lynn canal ports. The 
article contrasts very favorably with 
the characteristic anti-Canadian tirade 
from its American correspondent, 
which appears in another column of 
the same issue. The people here now 
see perfectly how entirely reasonable 
the Canadian position is, and surprise 
is expressed on every hand that with 
The Hegue conference scarcely over, 
and the Venezuelan arbitration pro- 
ceedings actually under way, the Unit. 
ed States should refuse to submit the 
Alaska boundary case to arbitration. 
This case, the people bere hold, is 
plainly marked for arbitration, if ever 
a@ case was.’' 

London, Aug. 2.—A few days ago a 
news agency issued a statement, on the 
alleged authority of the colonial ofice 
here, that the Alaska question hinged 
on the interpretation of the Anglo Kus- 
sian treaty of 1825, defir‘ng the boun- 
dary, and explaining Great Britain's 
position with considerable detail, say- 
ing: ‘‘The colonial office is not aware 
the United States has offered Canada a 
portion of the canal,’’ and adding that 
it was ‘‘not correct to state that Lord 
Salisbury was hampered by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier.’’
